FRMIK MULLEN DEAD. 


Pliytician Brouglit Here on Special 
Train to Save Young Man's 
Life. 


AFFLICTED WITH APPENDICITIS. 


Oparatlon Was Parformad at 9 
O'clock and the Patiant Did 
Not Rally Prom tha Shook. 


Frank ,I. Mnllen, aged22, son of John 
W. Mullen, of St. Joseph, died last 
night from the cfTects of an operation 
for appendicitis. 
His only hope lay in 
the success of the operation and it was 
performed at 
o’clock last night by 
Dr. B. A. iv. Steele, of Chicago, as­ 
sisted by Drs. .Fohn and George Bell, 
Wilson and Caroline Hopkins. The 
patient’s loss of vitality was so great 
that he was unable to rally from the 
shock of the operation and in the pres­ 
ence of the family he e.xpired at 11 
o’clock, two hours after the operation. 


I ’he young man was taken ill Tues­ 
day. 
Yesterday it was decided t<i re­ 
sort to an operation and Dr. Steele was 
wired to come at once. Arrangements 
to bring him to the young man’s bed­ 
side as quickly as |K>ssible were made. 
He was advised to take the Michigan 
Central train which leaves Cnicago at 
4:15, and get otT at Buchanan. 


A special train was made up on the 
Milwaukee, Benton Harbor & Colum­ 
bus and left this city shortly after 3 
o’clock with Drs. Caroline Hopkins, 
lohn and 
George Bell and Wilson 
alx)ard. 
The train remained in wait* 
ing at Buchanan for the arrival of the 
Michigan Central train which reached 
there at 5:45. 
Not a minute was lost. 
The 
moment the 
famous surgeon 
alighted from the train he was hurried 
to the Milwaukee, Benton H artor Sc 
Columbus dejMit and the fastest run yet 
made on the new road was witnessed 
ia the speed of the sfiecial that brought 
Dr. Steele to Benton Harbor. 


Klectric lights were placed in tho 
Mullen home yesterday to assist in the 
delicate surgical work the operation en­ 
tailed and at 
o’clock the young man 
hubmitted to the surgeon’s knife. Dr. 
Steele apprised the auxiuus friends tha t 
the chances of recovery from 
the 
operation were discouraging, but it 
was the only alternative in prolonging 
life. 
Thirty minutes were required to 
do the work. 
The shock was more 
than the young man could stand and 
he died without recovering conscious­ 
ness. 


Tlie death has brought gliM)m to one 
of the brightest and happiest homes in 
St. .loesph. 
The decedent, a very ca­ 
pable and ambitious young man, was 
employed as bookkeeper in theollice of 
Mullen Bros., 
paper manufacturers. 
There are left of the family the mother 
and father and a sister. 


The funeral will occur tomorrow af­ 
ternoon at 2:110 o’clock from the home, 
71 Front street, Hev. J. U. McUoberts 
otticiating.

A m erchant's Christ. An artisan's Christ. 
An every m an’s Christ. 


The W orld Wantii Help. 


A symmetrical and finely worded sys­ 
tem of the tlieoiogy is wiill enough for 
theological classes, but it has no m ore 
bu.sines.s in a pulpit than has'o tho twh* 
nical phrases of an anatom ist orupliysi- 
cian in tho sickroom of a jjationt. 
The 
world wants iieip, immediate and world 
uplifting, and it will ct)mo through a ser^ 
mon in which C hrist shall walk rigiit 
down into tlio immortid soul and take 
everlasting possession of it, lilling itVs 
full of light iui la the noonday lirmament. 
That sermon of tlie future will not deal 
w ith men in tho threudl)aro illustrations 
of Jesus Christ. 
In that eoming sermon 
there will bo instaaecH of vicarious sacrt* 
flee taken rig h t out of <;veryday life, for 
there is not a day somebody is not dying 
for others. 
As the phy.sician, saving his 
diphtherio patient by sacriiicing his own 
life; OS the ship captain, going down w ith 
his vessel, while ho is getting his passen­ 
gers into the lifeiioat; us tho llix*man, con- 
sum ing in the burning building, while he 
is taking a child out of a fourth story 
window; as last sum m er tlio strong swim ­ 
m er ut l^ n g Brancli or Cape May or Lake 
George himself perished trying to rescue 
the drow ning; as the newspaper boy not 
long ago, supporting his m other for some 
years, his invalid motiior, when offereU 
by a gentlemon 50 cents to get some cspe- 
eial paper, and ho got it and rushed up in 
his anxiety to deliver it, and was crushed 
under tbe wheels of the train, and lay^on 
tbe graf» w ith only strength enough* to 
my, “ Uh, w hat will become of my jwor, 
sick mother now?”

They remained here until yes­ 
terday morning at II o’clock when thev 
took a Went Michigan train to Sawyer 
and arriving there early procured «ev- 
eral lalwrern and had the body dl«in- 
terred.

SAME WORK IN BENTON HARBOR 


So the Deoiaion in the Chaddock-Tabor 
Oaae ia Conaidered. 


A i^nsing dispatch to the Detroit 
Evening News comments on the Chad­ 
dock-Tabor case as follows: 
The su­ 
preme court has made a ruling which 
gives iMiople Injured by the ever-pres­ 
ent small boys armed with air guns a 
show to get even, in cAse the shooter 
ever becomes financially res|>onslble. 


It appears that in August. 18U0, Alon­ 
zo Plummer, of Benton Harbor, gave 
a wooden air gun to his son Harry, 
then nine years old. 
The boy played 
until he became tired of it, and then 
set it away in the stormhouse. 
One 
morning in Septemlier, lUjscoe Tabor, 
a neighbor’s bov, 10 years old, found 
the gun. Mrs. Plummer gave him four 
shot which her son had left in the 
house. Young Tabor tired twice at the 
hen coop, then he placed a grape on a 
plank as a target. The shot, glancing, 
Hew about 75 feet to the street, strik­ 
ing John N. Chaddock and destroying 
the sight of one of his eyes. 


Chaddock brought suit against Alon­ 
zo Plummer, the father, claiming an 
air gun is so obviously dangerous as to 
make It negligence im the part of a 
father to place one in the hands of a 
9>year-old son, and 
furthermore to 
make him liable for injuries sustained 
in its use by the Tabor boy, even with­ 
out his knowledge or consent. 


in the circuit court the judge di­ 
rected a verdict in favor of tlie defen­ 
dant. 
The case was appealed to tiie 
supreme court and 
amrmed In an 
opinion written by Chief Justice Morse, 
who held that if Plummer’s own son 
had in any manner contributed lo the 
injuries a ditlerent 
question would 
arise. 


The most interesting feature is that 
recently Chaddock brought suit gainst 
the Tamr bo^, who actually did the 
shooting, claiming the latter had now 
arrived at such years of maturity, that, 
if negligent in the use of the gun seven 
years ago, he was liable for the injury 
done, and recovered a judgment for 
•1,000. This case was aleo sustained by 
the supreme court,

DULUTH W INS. 


Buys Its Water Works 


Price. 


at Its Own 


Duluth, Minn., Nov* 22.—After a ten 
years’ struggle in tbe city council, in 
tbe state courts and in five special elec­ 
tions Mayor Truelson has triumphed 
over the Duluth Gas and Water com­ 
pany in Its efforts to sell its plants to 
tbe city. He has succeeded in making 
the company reduce its figures from 
t2,100,0(>0, which it asked for tbe plant 
in 1891, to $1,250,000, which it is now 
ready to accept and which are the fiif- 
ures the mayor has been determined to 
bring them to all the time the fight has 
been on. 


By winning tbe fight Mavor Truelson 
has saved the city nearly $1,000,000. 
The fight has been against great (Kids. 
The mayor has had a combined opposi­ 
tion of the daily papers, and it is estima­ 
ted that the company has spent over 
$500,000 in elections and lltigtion. Tbe 
company was forced to make the pres­ 
ent offer because of tbe persistence of 
tbe mayor in pushing the building of a 
municipal plant. 


The new plant will bring water from 
several miles up the lake. 
Its mains 
are built far enough so that they can 
be connected with the mains of tbe 
campany’s plant in twenty-four hours 
There is a general rejoicing here over 
the settlement of the fight, as it means 
pure water for the city and the stop­ 
page of typhoid fever epidemics, which 
have been almost yearly happenings 
heretofore.

Olcott to India, her sojourn there was 
marked by such an exercise of so called 
supernatural powers as to lead the Psy­ 
chical Research Society of England to 
send out some of its trusted members to 
investicate the phenomena, an action 
fatal to the pretensions of the founder 
of theosophy. 
Moucure Conway has 
since also told us how the high priest 
ess of the new religion was laughing in 
her sleeve while she was sending re­ 
ports of these alleged miraculous occur- 
vanoea to her devotees in England. 


It Is disingenuous, therefore, in the 
adherents of theosophy to disclaim kin­ 
ship with spiritualimn. Is it not claim­ 
ed for Mme. Blavi^isky that she spent 
80 years of her life in the stndy of the 
oeenll scienoes, and that in propagating 
her gospel she was the ohoeeo medinu
